“We are happy to announce to 
ottr readers that the new scttic~ 
ment ‘progresses’ in a most 
surprising manner, The site of 
the principal town has been 
sclected teith the judgment 
which is characteristic of 
the English authorities in China: 
and we may mention in proof 
that every street will be perm 
fectl sheltered. Jfom the south 
wind, which will be an immense 
comfort during the approaching 
hot season, There are abundant 
supplies of granite and cold 
water, and we need not, point 
out the facility with whtch pro- 
visions can be obtained from 
Macao and Canton, A strect 
(Queen's Road) ‘ona gigantic 
scale is already far advbnced 
leading from dn intended prolic 
office to « conteriplated: public 
thoroughfare} dnd we now fe- 
quire only houses, inhabitants, 
and, commerce to stake . uue 
settlement one of the most 
valudble of our possttstons.”
